Commodore Shufeldt’s Poor Opin- 
ion of the Panama Canal.

He Thinks De Lesseps Has Undertaken an 
Impracticable Scheme—The Congo Coun- 
try ; What it is Worth—A Son who is Fol- 
lowing His Father, 


Special Correspondence to the Post-Dispatch. 
WasiineTon, October 28.—Among the recent ar- 
rivals in Washington is that of Admiral Commodore 
Shufeldt, who has just come from an inspection of 
the Panama Canal, and wno is regarded here as the 
best posted man in Washington, if not in this -coun- 
try, on the Congo country, about which the great 
nations of ‘he world areto shortly holda confer- 
ence. There are few men in Washington, or indeed 
in this country, who have seen as much of the world, 
by travel and actual observation and contact, as 
has Commodore Shufeldt. By nature a traveler and 
a close observer, a thorough American and believer 
in the institutions of this country, an intelligent 
and cultured gentleman,, he has made excellent 
use of the opportunities which his long service in 
the Navy have given him. His famous tour around 
the world in the Ticonderoga on a special mission, 
and his treaty with Corea, the first ever negotiated 
with that strange nation, are but a slight feature of 
a long career of activity which has carried him to 
every part of the world, always a missionary in be- 
half of American methods and American enterprise. 
It was on his trip round the world in 
the Ticonderoga, from 1878 to 1880 that he 
visited the Congo River and adjacent country, and 
it was to ask his views on this country and people 
that your correspondent called on him at his beau- 
tiful home on Seventeenth street, finding him full of 
information, not only upon this subject, but upon 


the Panama Canal as well, from an inspection of 
which he has just come. 
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; COMMODORE SHUFELDT. 
“T was in San Francisco,” he said, “‘and, Raving 8 
good deal of curiosiiy to see for myself just what 
the Panama Canal is and what is being done there. I 
went down and took a look at it.” 

‘And the reading public, Commodore, will be very 
much interested to know what you saw there and 
what were your conclusions.” 

“Well,” he smiled, ““my conclusions were not very 
favorable to the prospects for the complet%on of the 
enterprise. To tell all that I saw would take a 
pretty long time, but that is about the summary of 
my conclusions.’** 

“You do not expect tosee the canal completed 
soon, then?” 

“No; and I seriously doubt if it will be completed. 
They have spent there already as much as the Suez 
Canal cost when a ~ to traffic. and 
have merely scratch the surface, noth 
more. It is just as though TI _ shoul 
take a pin and scratch the surface of this hard 
table beside me, and expect to go on scratching 
until I had cutit in two. M. de Lesseps accom- 
plished a great work in the Suez canal, but he_ will 
find a very different state of affairs there, and ob- 
stacles to overcome besides which those of the Suez 
Canal were mere trifles. The fact seems to be that 
this work was undertaken without an adequate idea 
of the situation. The French are enthusiastic for 
de Lesseps, and he had but to go there and scrateh 
the ground, look over the situation and declare it 
practicable, and the ple of Franee were ready 
to come down with their funds. Now the original 
sum is already exhausted, and as I said, there is 
little to show for it.” 

“What has been done, thus far, Commodore, be- 
sides the purchase of the railway there and the con- 
struction of huge hospitals and boarding houses for 
the men?”

“Well, the surface has been scratched, as I said,

Changing the subject, Commodore, from the 
‘new world’ to a newer one, what are your views 
about the Congo Valley and the ¢onference of na- 
tions to be held in Europe shortly to consider it?” 

“Well,” he saia, reflectively, “that is another 
pretty broad question. I can answer it safely, how- 
ever, by say that lam in favor of anything that 
will break the Portucuese supremacy that is being 
mn ae pe to be fastened upon that country. The 
rule the Portuguese has been marked with so 
many u actory features that Ithink I speak 
not only my own sentiments, but those of almost 
every careful observer in saying that any concerted 
action which will prevent that nation from estab- 
ishing supremacy over the Congo Valley, and will 
open dn 4 to free trade by all nations, is devoutiy 
to be wished for. The Portuguese not only foster 
slavery and the slave-trade, but if the treaty 
which the formed with Great Britain 
regarding the mouth of the Congo and 
the Lower Congo country is permitted to stand 
and to develop,as it naturally wiil,if it is recognized, 
they will make the commerce of every country 
seeking their crops to become tributary to them,and 
will practically shut out all other nations from that 
rich valley, with its 45,000,000 of people. 1 found 
the Portuguese, when I visited there, very jealous, 
and inclined to give as little information and en- 
mtg caiman as “possible, evidently fearing that 
their slave trade and other systems there might be 
interfered with.” 

“Do you think that the trade of the Congo Valley 
is so valuable, or intercourse with that country so 
important as is generally supposed?” 

“I do not consider it of so great immediate im- 


.| mediate value, but am heartily in favor of opening 


up that great river and valley to commerce. I do 
not look for important immediate results as many 
do, but favor the plans of the International African 
Association, by which the Upper Congo, with its 
great population and possibilities, will be opened to 
all the world for equal commercial opportunities.”

~ COULD NOT COME IN; 


How Rev. Mr. Spiers Changed the 
Programme of a Fashion- 
able Wedding. 


Mr. Robinson and Miss Elia Parker Were 
Married at St. George’s Church, But Nev. 
Dr. Schuyler did not Officiate—Why the 
Bride’s Wish Could not be Carried Out— 
An Organist Who Knows His Rights and 
Dares Maintain Them. 


There are professional proprieties in the law and 
in medicine, and though they have been known 
to exist in a certain form in the minisiry they have 
never been held to be very strictly applied. It has 
been left, however, to a recent fashionable wedding 
to illustrate how rigid are the rules governing the 
dispensing of nuptial benedictions.. On Wednesday, 
October 15, there was a large gathering at St. 
George’s Episcopal Church, Chestnut and Beau- 
mont streets, to witness the marriage of Miss Ella 
Parker of St. Louis, and Mr. C. G. Robinson of De- 
troit, Mich. Rev, Mr. Spiers, acting-rector, in the 
absence or Dr. John Fulton, performed the 
ceremony, The wedding bells were 
rung, the carriages rojled around 
to the reception in the evening, and the 
ceremonies closed as if nota thorn was concealed 
beneath the roses on the chutch pulpit. But a dif- 
ference had arisen a few days before as to who 
should perform the ceremony that has proved 
quite an interesting revelation of the rights that do 
hedge a clergyman. The bride, having been a par- 
ishioner of Christ Church, was desirous that ber 
old pastor should conduct the ceremonies, but 
at the same time feared that the confusion 


around the Exposition building would seriously in- 
terfere with the guescs, and thought the 
ECLAT OF THE OCCASION 

would be enhanced —: ceremony was performed 
at St. George’s. Mr, Spier-.who was representing 
Dr. Fulton, the latter being away, consented to act 
as celebrant, and everything seemed settled until a 
few days before the wedding, when he was asked to 
surrender his position for the evening, and allow 
Dr. Montgomery Schuyler. the Pastor of Christ 
Church, to officiate. This Mr. Spiers promptly re- 
fused to do. 

The point was presented and urged that the lady 
was very desirous of being married by her oid pas- 
ter, but Mr. Spiers suggested that Christ Church 


was ready for use and that there was 
ho special reason why he should abrogate 
his position and prerogatives as rector. 


He said the matter could be brought before Dr. Fui- 
ton, who would arrive home the day of the cere- 
mony, and he would abide by his decision. 

The matter was finaily dropped, and Mr. Spiers 
took part as announced. Since that time it has 
been noised around that St. George's was surround- 
ed by an air of exclusiveness, and that at a marriage 
such a rigid adherence to the proprieties 
wouid be calculated to cast a shadow over the bridal 
path. 

REV. DR. FULTON, 
rector of St. George's, was seen to-day by a Post- 
DirmPpaTcH repoter, and was asked as tothe custom- 
ary courtesy between pastors in such an instance. 

“Tne custom has nearly always been for a rector 
to allow a brother ministerto use his church pro- 
vided the others were closed against public worsh:p, 
but it is not established by precedent that a pastor 
should give up his edifice to another.” 

“But suppose tbe cuntracting parties so desired?” 

“That makes no difference at all, because a church 
cannot be at the disposal even of parishioners, and 
inthe case mentioned the parties were not com- 
municants at St. George's, but the iudy had deen at 
Christ Church. Of course, their wishes could not 
have any influence upon us, unless the rector’s ser- 
vices were called upon, anc when an effort was

us should arise. Mr. Spiers, as 
rector, did exactly right. Why, after the arrauge- 
ments had been made with tne minister acting in 
my place even [ would not have consented to take 
the service out of his bands.” 

“Then it was not because the fee was the thing 
sought after?”

Spiers to take the stand he did.”

THE RATE WAR. 


Disgruntled Stockholders of the West Shore 
and Their Strictures on the Receivers. 
By Telegranh tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New York, October 25.—The West Shore appears 
to be just now the most important element in the 
finanviai and railroad situation. There were, how- 
ever, few developments yesterday. There was 
much talkof negotiation between the West Shore 
and New York Central for the cessation of the war. 
This was positively denied by Receiver Houston 
yesterday. It is stated positively that a number of 
capitalists were considering the feasibility of offer- 
ing to lease the West Shore. This, it is considered, 
would solve the problem that stares the trunk line 
men in the face. The West Shore officers, however, 
say that the road cannot be leased till it is taken out 
of the hands of the receivers. This cannot be done 
till its indebtedness is paid off. Then the road 
would pass back into the control of the North River 
Construction Company, which is itself in receivers’ 
hands. If this be true, the prospect of a lease is 
very dim, . 

Receiver Houston said yesterday, in answer toa 
criticism as to the action of the receivers in lowr-e 
ing rates: “Itisafact that just prior to the open- 
ing of the West Shore,the New York Central, for 
the purpose of preventing the West Shore from se- 
curing any business, reduced its local freight rates 
at all competing points, and tied up all the business 
possible by time contracts, and that since the open- 
ing of the road, it has continued to privately offer 
reduced rates toWest Sbore shippers. Itisalsoa 
fact that for more than two months ago New York 
Central tickets from Niagara Falls to New York were 
freely offered at $6; a rate lower than any ticket 
had ever been sold by the West Shore,” 

The receivers have :ssued $1,126,760 of receivers, 
certificates, of which $470,000 was to pay labor and 
supplies, and $230,000 for equipments. Not one dol- 
lar, it is claimed, represents expenditures since the 
receivers took possession of the road. The bond- 


- holders committee claim that the receipts have 


been 20 per cent. larger s nce the reduction in rates. 
The protesting bondholders, however, claim that 
while the business is greater it is at a net loss. They 
aiso subject the committee to the criticism that it is 
operating in the interest of the

The list of the judges and clerks of election ap-

' Court,” said he, “decides in my favor I intend to 

make the appointments. Although the law requires 
lthat the appomtments should be made 

ten days before the election, I believe 
that as I was prevented by injunctions from acting 
in the matter I can appoint the judges and clerks 
even two or three days before Novemcer 4. Il un- 
derstand that the Mayor's appointments are not en- 
tirely satisfactory, and it is claimed that he has fa- 
vored his party more than the other. In the Third 
Ward, especially, there 1s a tremendous kick on ac- 
count of the changed oe places. Nearly all 
of these. are said to e Republican acd: 
quarters, and the judges are said to be 
Republicans.” Some of the Democratic Central 
Comumitteemen complain that their lists have been 
ignored, while others declare that they have not 
been given a fair representation. The fault is with 
some of the committeemen, who sent jn their lists 
too late. Mr. Hoblitzelie stated that where there 
was dissatisfaction or impatience he was certain the 
Mayor would make the desired changes.

CROWDING THE “GREEN-ROOM.” 


Additional Mail Facilities Wanted at the 
Old Post Office Station. 


Postmaster Wells has made application to the 
Treasury Department at Washington for more 
space asthe old Post Office Building, Third and 
Olive streets. As is well known the small structure 
attached to the northwest corner of the building has 
been used for some weeks past as akind of sub, 


station for the callection of the mails in that section 
of the city. At first it was thought that large mail 
bags could be placed there to receive 
the deposits during the day, and = these 
removed at stated periods and replaced by others. 
During the early hours of the day this pian worked 
weil enough, but the immense increase in the vol- 
ume cf mail during the afternoon and evening made 
it necessary in a short while to adopt the old pi@a 
which was in vogue before the removal to tie 
new building. That is,two men were placed there 
between the hours of 5 and 7p. m., to receive the 
mail and prepare it for tranfer to the Post Office. 
So rapidly has the volume of mail deposited at this 
point increased of iate that the Post 
Office authorities have deemed it absolutely 
necessary to apply for greater facilities in handling 
it. To give an idea, Mr. Harlan, Superintendent of 
Maiis, says that fully one-seventh of the entire ietter 
mail received at the Post Office is deposited 
at this station. In other words, not less 
than 250 pounds of i letters are daily 
received at this station. The application sent to the 
Treasury Departmeut asks either for the erection of 
a sinall brick structure at the point of the building 
pow occupied by the green room or for extra 
space within the main building. It is 
not expected that the first reqnest will 
be entertained, as any structure of this character 


would disfigure the general appearance of the build- 


ing. It is therefore probable that a cuom- 
mittee will be sent out from the Treasury 
Department to investigate the matter, and 
ifit is deemed necessary, some portion of the 
first floor of the main bui.ding will be set aside for 
the purpose above specified. Assistant-Postmaster 
Semple says it is the intention, if it can be done, to 
also estabiish a stamp office at this point, which will 
be open at stated hours during the day. 
In short everything looks toward the establishment 
of @ regular sub-station at this point. The business 
demands of the city call for it and there seems to be 
no plausibie reason why one shouid not be estab- 
lished somewhere in that section of the city.

One of the Dificulties in the Way of Trade 
With Mexico. 

Manuel Romero Ancona of Mendade Yueatan and 
Evanste I. Cabre of Zocatecas, Mexico, are at the 
Southern to-day.

The mania for specu- 
lation of the last two years, when every one invest- 
ed in everything, has been followed by a reaction

THE musicians and instrument-makers of Germany 
are moving for the estabiishment of anormal! musi- 
cal pitch by which all musical instruments shall be 
regulated, and to that end have petitioned Bismarck 
to use his influence in having a jaw passed, and also 
to attemptto have the same pitch adopted by 
other nations, Asearly as the seventeenth century 
a siandard was established for all instruments of 
422 vibrations for A, in the second, butit soon fell 


| is no uniformity in the different instruments. The 
pitch has been gradually raised until singers find it 
difficult to render the works of the great composers. 
France was the first country to regulate the pitch 
by the adoption of the “diapason normal’? which 
fixed the vibrations for A at 435, Italy fixed it at 
432, but the German musicians recommend the 
French standard as most serviceable and general. 
The adoption of it by Germany, the most musical 


country in the world, will no doubt make it univer- 
sal, and musicians from different countries with 
different makes of instruments will be able to ren- 
der them harmonious, while the convenience to 
singers will be almost inestimable. 


A woman hasjust died in Paris who probably 
created asmnch excitement as any other woman 
in modern times. Madame Cailhava will be remem- 
bered as having commenced a _ search for 
hidden treasure in the Cathedral of St. Denis, which 
she declared had been revealed to her by means of a 
divining rod, At first hersearch was continued by 
those in authority, but the whole affair was sub- 
jected to so much ridteule that it hai to be forbid- 
den. Madame Cailhava died in poor circumstances, 
but with an intense belief in the virtue of her di- 
vining rod. 

Ir wouLp be difficult for the imagination of a 
French novelist toinventa story in which fatality 
seemed to follow aman more pitilessly and surely 
than in the case of acertain Flinois, whose mis- 
fortunes ending in hig own death are narrated in a 
French paper. Twoyears ago he lost his wife, of 
whom he was very fond, and shortly afterward a 
lovely daughter of 16. These troubles unsettled his 
mindto such an extent that he was sent to an 
asylum where he was entirely cured. When he 
came out he found his home broken up, and was 
compelled to sleepin arefuge. On the 27th of Sep- 
tember, exactly two years from the date of his 
wife’s death, he thought he would Like to visit his 
former home. He did so, and not knowing that the 
house was tenanted he went into’ the room where 
his wife died. The new tenant discovered his prea- 
ence, and, taking him for a burglar, attacked and 
killed him with a knife before he could explain his 
visit.

EXCEEDING HIS TEXT. 


Candidate St. John Talks Free-Trade to 
a Prohibitionist Meeting. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Burra.o, October 25.—John P. St. John. the Pro- 
hibitionist candidate for President, arrived in this 
city about 1 o'clock yesterday He was welcomed 
by & reception committee and went to an hotel, an 
hour and a half later, a procession of prohibitionists 
was formed to escort the candidate to the Masonic 
Hall. The procession included three marshals on 
horseback, half a dozen policemen, a band of music, 
250 men on foot anda dozen carriages, camping 
men and women. St. John rode in a carriage drawn 


by four white horses. At the hall. the meeting was 
a very large one. The attendahce was mainly from 
the country and seemed to be zealous for the cause, 
Mr. St. John and Mr. W. H. Bertram of New Jersey, 
and other speakers kept them applauding, laugh. 
ing and crying for an hour or more. In the evening 
there was another and much larger meeting. The 
large Masonic Hall was filled in every part. It was 
the t and most earnest political meeting of 
the year, except the one addressed by Mr. Schurz. 
Messrs. Bertram and St. John were again the ora- 
tors, and both spoke with great effect. They de- 
nounced both the old parties in scathing terms, and 
criticized both Blaine and Cleveland unsparing- 
ly, but their sharpest fire was turned against Biaine 
and his y. who were represented as constantly 

ng the Prohibitionists to abandon their own 
principles to prevent Democratic success, while do 
ing nothing to aid Prohibition. Mr. Bertram fiercely” 
denounced Blaine as a dishonest trickster, a hypo- 
critical pretender and a “white-livered coward.” 
He ridiculed the outcry of “political parsons” about 
Mr. Cleveland’s alleged immorality, and scored the 
Buffalo preachers iu particular. Mr. St. John rid- 
died the Republican tariff scare and the pleas to 
wor en in merciless fashion. Said he: “I have 
been a workingman. I know what it is to wield a 
pick ina mine, to chop cordwood, and to swing a 
scythe. Ihave always been a protectionist, but I 
begin to think I have ninerror. I see the farm- 
ers without a market. I see the mills and manufact- 
ries of the country shutting down. I see men out of 
work. What is the trouble? The tariff which the 
Republicans promised should give us good times has 
been kept up, but the Republican promise has not 
been kept. I believe now that the tariff protects 
the monopolists ten times more than it does the 
workingmen.”’ 

The statement, evidently, madea deep impression. 
Both speeches were full of-pointed illustrations, and 
witty sayings. The meeting broke upwith the large 
audience in @ high stateof enthusiasm on the suv- 

ect. Itis not doubted that it will have considera- 

le effect. The prohiBitionists say they will get 
many thousand votes in the western end of the 
State.

A New Local Play. 

“Adeda” is the titie of a new drama—somewhat 
local in tone—which is to be shortly produced here. 
The plot runs: Adeda, a girl of sixteen living upon 
the west bank of the Mississippi nearly a century 
since, with her supposed aunt, §Madan 
Egrafarge, whose husband had rescued her 
from shipwreck when an _ infant, and 
adopted the waif as a niece, but which 
fact was only known to the aunt. A dagger of ex- 
quisite form and finish had been found fastened by 
a belt upon the child. Bernreb, under the name of 
Darkrad, had stolen the belt, discovered a coat of 
arms thereon, and, following the clew, learned that 
Adeda was an English heiress, concealed the fact, 
aod, striving to baffle all others, became himself in 
love with her. Nelen,a young Indian, seeing the 


dagger, is much impressed, and imagines she reads 
its fair owner's history drifting upon the steel, 
thinks there is some magic in her name, and with 
her native superstition excites Adeda. who knows 
nothing of tue weapona, except that it isher own and 
of great value. A young Spanish priest coming to 
take Charge of the parish, recites some lines that 
fascinate Adeda, while he is not blind to her charms. 
Adeda entreats ber aunt to teil her the his- 
tory of the dagger. The aunt, much distressed, 
tells.tue waif her own brief story, but implores se- 
ecrecy. Adeda has an excited apostrophe to the dag- 
ger in which the priest is not forgotten. 

While gveatly agitated over the story of her 
rescue, Adeda attends a fete at a beautiful cave in 
the edge of the village. and hearing an impressive 
recital by the young Spaniard, both maid and priest 
become imnfaijuated. 

After two years’ absence for education, 
Adeda returns and there are love scenes 
between priest and parishioner. Bernreb suspeciing 
the prieSt, fluds another entrance to the cave, now 
used as a chureh, and = secreting himself, 
witnesses a remarkable scene. 

The pious Nvien, distressed at the impending fate. 
of a dying man, asks the priest to attend upon him 
Aroused from his dream by the Indian's earnestnes: 
the priest, startied by the position into which he w 
drifting, resoives, after a severe struggle, to give 
Adeda up, telling her neyer fo jet him see her lovely 
face again. Adeda, in agony and desperation at 
the priest’s repulse,at once marries Cardrac, 
wnom she bad rejected, though he had greatly 
befriended them. 

Cardrac turns out to be a gambler, and takes his 
wife to New York. Bernreb follows. and contrives 
to send Aceda’s brother to Cuba in pursuit of her, 
causes the man and wife to part, returns to Arbra 
and so prejudices her aunt that she thinks it would 
be,wrong to receive her niece again. Adeda returns, 
but finding herse/f not welcomed by her auat,leaves 
her old home in darkness and desolation. 

The aunt recovering, but too late, from her mo- 
mentary coldness, sends her son to rouse the neigh- 
bors anc bring Adeda home, Wretched and hope- 
less, the broken-hearted girl not, knowing where to 
go, turns instinctively tothe church, and, finding 
even those doors closed,is reduced to despair,when 
the dagger, which should have led to restoration to 
her home and relatives, becomes the Jeading feature 
in the closing scene.

THE “COW PICTURE. 

It will be a matter of pleasure to every lover of 
fine pictures to learn that there is a probability of 
Julien Dupre’s magnificent piece of realism, ‘In the 
Pasture,” being retained in Be Louis for the benefit 
of the art school. Nothing In the late collection was 
so satisfac as this great painting, known popu- 
larly as the *‘Cow Picture,” and no one who saw it 
but will be glad to see it in. It would be an 
aidition to the already fine collection at 
the Museum of Fine A of unspeakable 
value, not only as an attraction for visitors, but as a 
powerful example of one of the greatest masters 
of the day for the guidance of students. The work 
is valued at $6,000. It is said that more than $2,000 
have already been subscribed for igparcnece since 
the Museum is to be deprived of “Die Kindsoerd- 
erin” through popular disfavor, it is fortunate that 
so valuable a substitute is likely to be had. If this 
Dupre is purchased, the purchase will be an hoaor 
to the gentlemen whose liberality effeets it. 

THE ART SCHOOL. 

Prof, Ives has just sent to Chicago a case con- 
taining 100 autotypes for exhibition at the Ari Insti- 
tute of that city. These autotypes form a 
pictorial history of art froin its first period to the 
latest. The autetypes will be sent from Chicago, 
after the Art Inatitute has had ali the benefits aris- 
ing from their study, to Indianapolis, where they 
will remain also fora while. This ig part of the 
scheme of the Art School, it having been planned 
when the school was founded to circulate coliections 
of this character in the name of the school through- 
out the West.

InpIANAPOLIS, October 24.—The question of the ap- 
pointment of Deputy United States Marshals to of- 
ficiate at the November election is assuming im- 
mense proportions in this State, and a great deal of 
bitter feeling has already resulted from its discus- 
sion. The Vemocrats argue that there are no 
conditions prevailing anywhere which will render 
necessary any such federal interference, and that 
as there are no large cities within the State's bor- 
ders, the Kepublicans will find it absolutely im- 
posgsible to justify the course which resulted in so 
much bloodshed in Cincinnati ten days ago. 
The Republican managers, however, announce, 
through their organs, that they propose to exercise 
the right the law confers, and that thereisno just 
ground for complaint against a lawfulact. The State 
of Indiana comprises but one Federal District, hence 
the jurisdiction of United States Marshal Foster ex- 
tends to all the borders. As in Ohio, the Democrats 
called upon the Marshaland requested that, if he 
feit bound to appoint election deputies, he give both 
parties a representation, but he made no response, 
and his list, as now prepared. contains 

NONE BUT REPUBLICAN NAMES. 


It is understood that deputies are to be appointed for 


all of the principal towns, namely, Indianapolis, 
Fort Wayne, Logansport, pawn Evansville, 
Terre Haute and Kichmond. The more conserva- 
tive Republicans have became somewhat alarmed 
at the prospect, and some of them are doing what 
they can to prevent the appointment. The Indian- 
apoils News, a strong Republican paper, has during 
the past two days joined with the Sentinel ina vig- 
orous protest against this disturbing expedient, 
and two days ago the Republican County Committee 
at Evansville joined with the Democratic 
County Committee in a lke protest. It is re- 
ported here to-night, however, that since the visit of 
the Blaine party at Kvansville, the committeemen 
of his party have changed their minds and with- 
drawn their objection. What the outcome of this 
election expedient will be, nobody pretends to 
know, but itis darkly hinted that the party at 
whom it is aimed will take steps to make sure that 
the United Siates Deputies shail have no success as 
a buli-dozing agency.

1t is not to 
be wondered perhaps, thata town so old and 
once so flourishing as this, but now well ad- 
vanced in dry rot, should have more tomb- 
stones than ple but in passing through the 
dirt and drift of the present settlement, indo- 
lence and carelessness every where obtrusive, the 
people content to live on dim memories, the 
schools and shops open only as though too lazy 
to close, and enterprise stagnant—one might be 
pardoned, in this city where tombstones are in 
such favor as to be utilized for doorsteps aud 
fireplaces, for thinking it a pity that when life 
went out of the town a great slab could not 
have been providentially laid over it. 

It was to this place that Washington’s mother 
brought her young family in her widowhood.

(Spottsylvania) was not established until 1720, 
ust 102-years after Dr. Heldon is described as 
aving died and been buried at the county seat. 
St. George’s Society—in whose veyard the 
Heldon slab s until Burnside mowed it 
down, after which it found its way tothe Ma- 
sonic yard, where it now lies under a locust— 
was not founded until 1730, or 112 years after 
Heldon’s death. 

It is probable that there. were burials in the 
graveyard before the church was built, as there 
must have been settlement in the county be- 
fore it asked to be named. But Jamestown 
was founded only in 1607, and for twenty years 
after that the surrounding country was too 
full of adventure and danger to risk stretching 
out the infant colony. mong the early ac- 
counts of the colony of Virginia the most 
quaint and interesting is by Col, William Boyd, 
who had become a large land-owner here and 
crossed the Atlantic about 1730 to view his 
possessions and to write about the trip. He 
visited Fredericksburg in 1732 and says of it: 

‘Besides Colonel Willis, who is the top man 
of the place, there are only a merchant, a tail- 
or, a smith, an ordinary keeper and a lady who 
acts both as doctress and coffee woman. A 
small church has just been built.” 

This, perhaps was the village. The pioneer 
settlement thereabout seems not to have been 
worth mention. Not aword is saidof the 

veyard or its historical occupant. It seems 
hardly possible that if the stone was here Col.

John Dnfrane's Remarria to the 


Wife Who Eloped from ; 
Erie Cor. New York Sun. 

Tn 1848 John Dufrane, a young :nd well-to-do 
fariner of McKean township, Erie county, met 
at an evening party Miss Mary Johnson, an at- 
tractive and motherless girl, who as 
housekeeper for her father. Young Dufrane 
was afterward a frequent caller at John- 
son’s house, and, being a likely young fellow, 
he found favor in the eyes of the young girl’s 
father and was cordially received by the young 
mistress of the house, About this time a young 
Southerner, Orlando Ararencronie Apperees in 
the neighborhood, and being’ of excellent ad- 
dress. became the lion of social society. Miss 
Johnson fell in love with him. The intimacy 
between Miss Johnson and the Southerner 
hastened the suit of young Dufrane, but, to his 
great sorrow, his proposal was rejected by the 
giri,although she told him that she felt honored 
by his offer.

The 
shuttle had stopped, the loom became idle’ for 
the weaver had withdrawn to her couch and 
had never arisen. Her impecunious parents 
took the unfinished fabric to the nearest mosque 
and bought with 1t a prayer for the absolution of 
her soul. And now, in this latter day, when 
goods of the old-time weavers are scarce, we 
must thank the dignitaries of the Turkish 
Church for emptying, in their indigence, the 
treasures thus accumulated into the ware- 
houses of the American and English carpet 
trade, 
WHAT'S IN A NAME? 

Thousands of yards of “Smyrna” rugs are 
made in Kensington, this city; thousands more 
in Great Britain. The name of a carpet signi- 
fies little in these days; even the ‘‘Kiddermin- 
ster,” or ingrgin ws is no longer made in Kid- 
derminster, nor the Mecca prayer rug in Mecca, 
Philadelphia to-day makes more goods than 
all England, and she cails them Brussels, Vene- 
tians, Dutch, Axminsters. What, i , is in 
a name? Massachusetts produces the highest 
grade Brussels, Wiltons and ingrains. The 
time is past when the fact that a carpet is of 
English origin has any infiuence in © sale, 
Twenty-two million dollars’ worth of P.u..adel- 
phia goods are made and sold every year. Com- 
petition is sharp and not only are the yarnsdoc- 
tored with foreign substances but the colors 
used are, in many cases, reduced, when dry and 
old, to a mere dust, which can be literally 
swept with a stiff broom from the floor. 

A practice which has crept into the retail 
trade is this. If a buyer discovers that he has 
certain goods which are unsatisfactory he puts 
a premium on them of five or six centsa yard, 
and this induces the salesmen to pay special at- 
tention to them. They are what are commonly 
known as “stickers” in stock and the purchaser 
is very likely te haye this undesirable rubbish 
palmed off upon him if he is at allinfluenced by 
the enthusiasm or assurances of the average 
salesman, who reaps direct extra profits by the 
transaction. 

AMERICA'N CARPET INVENTIONS. 

The standard American carpet is the Brussels 
and, although England made it for many years 
previous to its introduction in this country, it 
remained for an American to discover the ap- 

lication of steam power to the Brussels loom. 
Tow dealers are so scrupulous that they hesitate 
in showing a tapestry carpet fora Brussels, and 
if one expostulates one is assured that ‘‘this is 
a Brussels—a tapestry Brussels. If you wish a 
body Brussels, that’s another thing.” The best 
graile of body Brussels carpet is worth $1 40 a 
yard at wholesale—three-quarters of a yard 
wide; the best grade tapestry, 57}¢ cents per 
yard. Both have a raised surface in e 
ridges. When this pile is cut on a Brussels car- 

t and the surface becomes velvety, it is known 
as a Wilton, and sells for $2 30 per yard whole- 
sale, When a tapestry is cut it is termed a vel- 
vet, and sells for $155 per yard. A 
tapestry is easily distinguished from a 
Brussels by the fact that its back is 
of one celor, whereas in the back of 
the Brussels the colors employed in the pattern 
can be easily traced. The Brussels is the most 
durable floor covering made. The Moquette 
carpet and the Axminster are very similar in 
appearance; the latter, however, is the better.
